Increased safety iu railroad travel is 
one of the urgent.needs: of the day, 
says the American Homes and Gardens. 
Rallroads Have never carried so many 
people, never run. 80 many. tralis, never 
“put on su many cars, never eniplosed 60 
many -men, never. covered 60 much ter- 
ritory and never been so popular asa 
means-of. getting about ns to-day; yet 
with all’ this has come greater ‘danger 
to human Ife, more acvidents, more se- 
rlous accidents, more people hurt and 
‘more damages: Infilcted.. The simple 
truth ‘seems to: be that. the - railroad 
manngers are -not sufficiently allve to 
the sacredness of human Hfe. This 1s 
the most precious of all carthly ‘things.

In speaking of the Michigan Asylum 
at Kalamazoo, and: its work, in this 
correspondence two wecks a ago, it was 
mentioned that that institution, when 
it was opened in 1859, was thought by 
many to be larger than the state 
would require, but that, although’ it: 
had since been repeatedly enlarged, it 
had been found necessary to provide 
three other similar institutions for the 
Proper care of the insane, whose num- 
bers ateadily inercase at the rate of 
about two hundred per year. The first 
of those additional asylums was the 
one known as the Eastern Asylum, low 
cated at Poutiac. It was established 

_ in. 1877, rud opened the following year, 
nineteen years after the opening. of 
the original one. In the twenty-seven 
and a half years that have since elap- 
aed, it haa cared for about six thous. 
and five hundred patients of wham

dition of helplessness and hed never 
left. their beds afterward, 


The doctor reasons from the statis 
tics of admissions .and proportion of 
cases of recent occurrences that there 
is show1i no increase in the occurrence 
of insanity within the district tributa- 
ty to this asylum, That seems to be 
different from the experience ‘at Kala- 
mazoo. ‘As to sources, he shows that 
thirty-one pet cent of the admissions 
for the last biennial. period had been 
persons of foreign birth, while more 
than half of all had forcign parentage.

‘The Pontiac institution has a farm 
of six hundred. acres, upon which 
many of the patients are given, useful 
employment, though the direct eco- 
nomic importance of.that seems not to 
be highly rated as at Kalamazoo its 
chief value being, of course, found in 
its influence upon the patients them- 
selves, while its net productive value 
to the. state is reckoned about zero. 
More than fifty per cent of the entire 
male population, and a less proportion 
of the females, are commonly employ: 
ed at some sort of work. A feature 
that has made the Pontiac farm fa- 
mous is its herd of registered Hols- 
tein-Friesian cattle, from which sales 
are made as high as one hundred fifty 
dollars for cows and one hundred dol- 
lars. for calves. About. cighty cows 
furnish all the milk the institution 
uses; and the increase finds eager mar- 
ket which would qnickly snap up the 
entire herd. if it could be spared. The 
entire plant, grounds and: buildings 
and equipment, is inventoried at over 
one million dollars. 


‘Three years after the opening of the 
Eastern Asylum at’ Pontiac, it was 
found desirable to provide a third, to 
accommodate the remoter portions of 
the state, and the Northern Asylum 
was eatabliahed at Traverse City, and 
received its first patient November.30, 
1885, since which it has sheltered con- 
siderabiy above four thousand unfor- 
tunatenand has at the present time 
thirteen hundred which is within one 
hundred of ita full capacity.

Northern Asylum is about fifty per 
year; and there is shown: here a con-}. 
siderably greater proportion of males 
to females than in the sister institu-[. 
tions, twenty-two per cent more ‘males, 
than females at Grand Traverae; about 
five per cent.at Pontiac, and about six 
per cent at Kalamazoo. Dr. Munson, 
the iedical.- superintendent, shows 
twelve percent of all-cases admitted to 
have’ been discharged cured, and 
double that number. ‘improved. Asin 
the other institutions, he notes the 
ateady increase in proportion of senile 
cases, demente, et cetera. He reports 
decrease in deaths ‘from tuberculosis, 
and increased attention to the apecial 
treatment of women, for whom, asin 
the other asylums, there isa woman 
physician. 

Ten years after the opening of the 
Northern Asylum, all of the three in- 
stitutions, with their enlargements, 
were filled, and a fourth was estab- 
Hiahed at Newberry, in Luce county, 
known as the Upper Peninsula Hospi- 
al for the insane.
